Scott Explains

WASHINGTON (IP D - Astro- 
naut Scott Carpenter visited Pres­ 
klent Kennedy at the White House 
today and later explained why he 
overshot his recovery area target 
by about 250 miles after his triple 
orbit of the earth on May 24, 


Accompanied by his wife Bene 
and his four children, Carpenter 
spent about 20 minutes with the 
President and then took off for 
New York for a luncheon honor 
mg lam, 


Talking with newsmen at Na­ 
tional Airport just before leaving, 
the astronaut said the s p a c e 
agency in a report jus* completed 
attributed his overshoot in landing 
to several reasons 


First, he said. there was an er­ 
ror "in yaw and attitude’’ of the 
Aurora*7 spacecraft as it neared 
re-entry into the atmosphere 


There also was slightly 
Im * 
thrust than expected from the 
retro, or braking, rockets when he 
fired them to slow his speed for 
re-entry, be sa id. 


A third factor, ( arpenter report­ 
ed, was that Use retro rockets 
fired a few seconds later than 
planned 


All factors were ‘’insignificant” 
compared with the yaw, or side- 
to-skie motion, of the space cap­ 
sule as it neared atmospheric re­ 
entry. the astronaut saki.

* MADRID, May 30 - * Delayed I 
^-The tourist rush ha.s started in 
Spain and there is nothing the 
Spanish love more 
♦ 
* Hotel managers stand around 
happily beaming; shop keepers 
busily polish up their, last-year’s 
left-overs, and everybody — es­ 
pecially General Franco’s govern­ 
ment — anticipates a growing 
bonanza, one even richer than 
that of 1901 when visiting outland- 
ers deposited $350,000,000 in the 
Country while having themselves 
a ball. 
The signs are good. Americans, 
Canadians, Britishers and South 
Americans even now are pouring 
into Madrid and the many resort 
areas by the thousands. 
' I'm finding it difficult to dis­ 
cover a Spaniard any more. Ho­ 
tels. sidewalk cafes, museums, 
parks, plus nighttime supper and 
entertainment traps are overrun 
bv tourists — even me. 


they are also very proud of them­ 
selves. 
‘‘Spain is the only country in 
Europe which in the past century 
has doubled its population which 
is now 42.000,000,” 
Ballesteros 
said. “It is also the only country 
in Europe whose economic growth 
has doubled.” 


The press chief also insisted 
that his country represents Eu­ 
rope's greatest bulwark against 
Communism, that Spain is the 
only nation ever to have defeated 
Communism on its own ground— 
during the Civil War. History, I 
guess, supports this- contention. 


Since the ‘ War of Liberation” 
(rom 1936 to 1939 — you remem­ 
ber it as the Civil War in which 
the Russians, the Germans and 
the Italians all were practicing 
up for the later 1941-1945 un­ 
pleasantness — Spain has been 
busy pulling herself up by her 
Own bootstraps and going some­ 
where. 
The tourist business has become 
a sizable factor in her economy 
and the country does everything 
possible to make the droves of 
visitors happy and relaxed. 
This is a two-way street, in a 
way of speaking, for Madrid IS 
one of the most beautiful and in­ 
teresting cities in the world and 
there is an old-world charm and 
serenity and easy-does-it atmos­ 
phere inviting to everyone per­ 
mitting himself to be once ex­ 
posed. 
It becomes disturbingly easy to 
fall into the ways tile Spanish 
have been following for centuries. 
Time as such doesn't mean very 
fhuch. I have been eating break­ 
fast at IO o'clock, dinner at 4, 
and supper at ll — just as most of 
the Spaniards do, and what with 
the MUST siesta from 1:30 until 
4 in the afternoon, and with the 
Complete refusal of anyone to be 
in a hurry, there are very few 
hours left to get any serious busi­ 
ness done. 


The Franco government appar­ 
ently has done an acceptable job 
for the country. It has had com­ 
pulsory education for years, is 
creating new schools as rapidly 
as they can be built, and has a 
health insurance plan keyed par­ 
ticularly for the working classes. 


There is no unemployment here 
as such, other than during certain 
seasons when agricultural work­ 
ers must hunt an additional peseta 
or so to pay the corner grocer. 


Spain 
is most 
interested 
in 
America and South America be­ 
cause of historic, economic and 
cultural ties and many of her peo­ 
ple still migrate to South Amer 
ica for greater opportunity than 
they can find in their homeland. 
Government people are proud of 
their relationship with the United 
States, and whatever the view 
point on Franco and his long 
standing parliamentary dictator 
ship, his spokesmen are quick to 
point out that the “Spanish form 
ula is strictly Spanish and is not 
exportable” meaning, of course, 
that the government is tailored 
for Spain and works. 
• 


Incidentally. Franco is in his 
early 70’s and there is always 
the question of w h a t happens 
when the general dies and re­ 
tires. 


Again, government spokesmen 
say that he has developer! 
normal s y s t e m of succession 
which rules out any possibility of 
a revival of a monarchy.

Kremlin conspiracy.

Sensible fish who want to stay 
healthy should stay out of the 
Delaware River, a consulting che­ 
mist said today. 
It’s no place for them. 
However, he said, it is still a 
safe source of drinking water 
when that water is put through a 
filtration plant 
and 
chemically 
treated and constant tests are 
made of it. 
Found In Delaware 
The chemist, Joseph Peyser, 
made this statement today after 
thousands of dead fish were found 
in the Delaware, some of them 
apparently 
as far upriver 
as 
Stroudsburg but most of them be­ 
tween 
Cornwells 
Heights 
and 
Philadelphia. 
According to the operating chid 
of 
the 
state 
Sanitary 
Water 
Board in Harrisburg, Walter V. 
Kohler, the fish could have been 
killed by an algicide or fungicide 
discharged 
into a contributory 
stream. As little as one part of 
such a chemical per a billion 
parts of water m ild be fatal for 
some fish. 
However, Peyser said, it would 
not hurt a human. Algicides and 
fungicides are used every day in 
swimmng pools, he said, and to 
a considerable extent they make 
the water safer for humans al­ 
though not for fish. 


No increase has been necessitat­ 
ed in Die amount of chemicals put 
into drinking water by the Lower 
Bucks Joint Municipal Authority, 
Peyser said. He is chief consult­ 
ant chemist for the Authority. 
The authority gets its drinking 
water from the Delaware at Tul­ 
lytown. It also has a number of 
large wells available as a water 
source if necessary. 
Ira M. Gates, Bristol Borough 
manager, declared 
that he 
is 
aware of no change necessary in 
the borough's new filtration plant 
on Radcliffe St. 
No dead fish have been spotted 
off Bristol, he said, and the con­ 
stant watch kept on the chemical 
content of the water has shown 
no need to alter the amount of 
chemical put into it. 
Philadelphia authorities first re­ 
ported the presence of the Fish in 
the river. Engineers said that 
their deaths were not due to di­ 
rect chemical action but rather 
to lack of oxygen. 
The fish are not able to extract 
the necessary oxygen from the 
water, they said, and extract too 
much water as a result. They 
die in the same manner as hu­ 
mans do when they drown, 
Biologists were examining the 
fish in Philadelphia to verify the 
cause of death.

“There has never been any evi­ 
dence cd be#r drinking inside the 
dance halls," Berkes said. “We 
have found empty beer cans »» a 
parking lot of the shopping m iter 
nearby, but this could have hap­ 
pened after the dance or by an­ 
other group." 
The township chairman added 
that any teenager seen drinking 
beer on the dance hall premises 
would 
be discharged and 
his 
membership card would be sus­ 
pended 


Berkes explained that the prob­ 
lem is one that has cropped up 
recently, but “ it won’t be allowed 
to continue. 
•We're Cooperating' 
“The problem isn’t that big that 
we can’t handle it,* he said. “We 
are cooperating with the fire com­ 
pany to come up with the proper 
solution.’ 
It was pointed out that approx­ 
imately 300 teenagers attend the 
Friday night dances at the fire 
headquarters, 
Sweeney concurred with Berkes 
that “there is never any beer 
drinking allowed at the dance 
hall. 
“Vie don't know- where the teen­ 
agers get the beer," he said, 
“But they sure don't drink it at 
the dances." 
It was believed that the fights 
start between local boys and out* 
o4 downers who come in and dance 
with the local girls. 
Two-Fold Purpose 
Sweeney pointed out that the 
fire company dances serve a two­
